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Dear Bidder, 


Almost 10 years after the sale of Dr. Roberto de Lemos Monteiro -The RLM Collector: one of, if not the most 
prestigious collections of Brazilian gold types seen this century; we now have the pleasure of offering collectors a 
new opportunity to bid on seldom-seen gold rarities of equal caliber. The Petropolis Collection, as its name may hint, 
is worthy of a King — or Emperor, in the case of Brazil - comprises the early days of coin minting till the fall of the 
empire and the start of the Republican era. 


This second of three parts of the Petropolis Collection, split chronologically, includes impressive grades, such as the 
MS65 1771-(L) 2000 Reis, MS64 1789-R 6400 Reis and the MS64 1776/2-R 6400 Reis, all ranked finest certified to 
date. A handful of scarce pieces are traced to early important gold collections from the 1980’s and 1990’s: a 1773-B 
6400 Reis from the 1989 Swiss Bank Corporation sale and a 1766-B 800 Reis from the 1996 Sotheby’s auction, just 
to name a few. The historic RLM Collection is also well-represented by the 1804-B 6400 Reis. 


The main focus of the Petropolis Collection was to complete the gold series, and when considering how many dates 
and types have so few examples known, including the 1752-B 800 Reis (2 Known), just goes to show how special 
Petropolis truly is. Peppered throughout the sale are popular rarities from the 6400 series, such as the 1777-R Maria 
| & Pedro Ill piece and the MS63 Jose 1754-B, alongside seldom-seen 3200 Reis issues, like the MS61 1772-R and 
the MS61 1781-B. 


All the lots within were cataloged with guidance from Helio L. Guimaraes’ book, Catalogo das Moedas de Ouro do 
Brasil, the most complete reference for Brazilian gold types to date. Guimaraes studied important private collections, 
such as the Moura collection and the RLM, alongside the National Museum of Brazil and the Bank of Brazil collec- 
tions. His personal collection was ranked in the top 5 in the country, making the book a fairly complete and pivotal 
reference for Brazilian gold type collectors. So rare an occasion to witness this many scarce Brazilian pieces offered 
at the same time, a fact confirmed by the inquiries of advanced collectors in the midst of cataloging; altogether 
leading us to believe this collection will set precedents and auction records. Please do not hesitate to contact us if 
you want to share a story, discuss a lot, or better target that key issue that will complete your collection.

Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein, and are the exclusive remedy.

After another wildly successful summer auction schedule, the fall season has arrived, bringing our highly anticipated 
November Platinum Session and Signature Auction with it. We are thrilled to present a carefully curated selection of 
some of this season’s finest offerings within these pages, beginning with a special session of Brazilian gold coins 
from the second part of the Petropolis Collection, spanning from Jose | through the early Republican period. From 
there, we proceed to our marquis Platinum session, encompassing an incredible selection of top-quality issues, and 
end with our Signature sessions which contain compelling examples from around the globe. 


The ancient section of the sale begins with an example of a perennial favorite—a Syracusan decadrachm—followed 
immediately by a Siculo-Punic decadrachm. Incredibly, two more decadrachms from Ptolemaic Egypt appear, along 
with their larger cousin, the pentakaidecadrachm. Fine-Style gold makes a solid showing in the form of a Maxentius 
4-aurei medallion, Claudius I! 8-aurei medallion, and aurei from Galoa, Hadrian, Antoninus Pius, Septimius Severus, 
and Caracalla. More than ten Lysimachus tetradrachms and 15 Alexander the Great staters are available for your 
consideration; alongside a wide variety of lonian and Lesbos electrum hectes and an enticing selection of Cilician 
silver staters, which are sure to garner significant attention and bidding activity. 


The world portion of the Platinum session includes a fine selection from one of our historically strongest collecting 
areas, with a myriad of high-grade and scarce British rarities. With the island nation’s penchant for long-reigning 
and iconic queens comes some of numismatics most sought-after issues, including an Elizabeth | “Fine” Sovereign, 
a pair of wonderfully choice proof Victorian Gothic Crowns in sterling and fine silver, and a handful of Elizabeth I 
trials in gold. Our sales have also witnessed an increase in popularity for original and restrike British India issues, 
especially when located in gold. Among the most promising of these is the George IV restrike 2 Mohurs, which 
stands at the conditional peak of all British India issues in gold as a PR67 Cameo.

Some of the most intriguing Russian issues 
originate from the platinum series of Nicholas |, with two 12-Rouble pieces in this very auction. Hailing from other 
areas of the world is an impressive array of issues from Spain and Latin America that will excite even the most 
discerning collectors. Among the most surprising finds within this section is the finest La Rioja 8 “Rosas” 8 Escudos, 
certified MS63 and accompanied by impressive eye appeal. Also included are a handful of multiple cobs and milled 
gold issues of colonial origin and an exceedingly rare Puebla proclamation medal from Ferdinand VII in MS61.

Widely considered to be the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense 
silver decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent 
the full flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the fore- 
most Greek city in Sicily, had produced coins of exceptional beauty for 
nearly a century. Chief among these were the master engravers Kimon 
and Euainetos, whose large silver decadrachms seemed to capture the 
spirit of the artistic and intellectual revolution then sweeping the Greek 
world. The obverse of these pieces depicts a four-horse racing chariot, or 
quadriga, in full career to left while Nike, goddess of Victory, flies above 
to crown the driver with a laurel wreath. Below this scene is a set of Greek 
armor offered as a prize to the victorious charioteer. The reverse depicts a 
beautiful head of Arethusa, nymph of a sacred spring, with dolphins frol- 
icking around her. The decadrachm of Euainetos became a widely-copied 
archetype for Greek coinage, and the master engraver s head of Arethusa 
remains a paradigm of cool, classical beauty today.

Carthage, a Phoenician colony on the coast of North Africa, became a 
maritime powerhouse in the fifth century BC and challenged the Greek 
cities of Sicily and southern Italy for control of the western Mediterranean. 
By the early third century, much of Sicily had fallen under Carthaginian 
control and mints were established on the island to produce coins used to 
pay the largely mercenary army. The stage was now set for collision with 
Rome, the newly dominant power in Italy. Starting in ca. 264 BC, Car- 
thage and Rome fought three titanic wars that produced more death and 
destruction than any other conflict before the 20th century. 


This massive silver piece was struck during the First Punic War with 
Rome (264-241 BC) and was of the earliest phase, being on the Punic 
instead of the Attic standard. Jenkins translated the Punic as meaning “in 
the land,” perhaps a statement by the Carthaginians they were the rightful 
occupants of Sicily, as opposed to the newly arrived Romans.

If not for the incredible career of his son, Philip II of Macedon might today 
be known as “Philip the Great.” Under his rule, Macedon transformed 
from a poor backwater to the most powerful state in the Greek world, set- 
ting the stage for Alexander s conquests. His coinage also set the pattern 
followed by his more famous son: The head of the young Heracles, beard- 
less and wearing a headdress made from the skin of the Nemean lion, on 
this rare gold half-stater is the clear antecedent of the same type found on 
Alexander the Great's later silver coinage.

The Hellenistic gold staters of Ephesus have been the subject of long-run- 
ning debate over when they were struck. In the 1880s, the eminent Barklay 
V. Head assigned them to the period of the Mithradatic Wars, circa 88- 
86 BC, when Ephesus briefly came under the control of the Pontic King 
Mithradates VI Eupator. However, as more varieties were discovered over 
the next century, it became clear they were struck over a much longer 
period of time. G.K. Jenkins, in a 1987 article, placed them in two groups 
starting in the later second century BC, after the Roman takeover of Asia 
Province, in 133 BC, and linked the reverse symbols present on several va- 
rieties to similar symbols found on the common cistophoric tetradrachm 
coinage of the Roman era.

The ostentatious display of Egypt's wealth under the Ptolemies was not 
confined to gold coinage. Ptolemy I and his immediate successors also 
struck silver coins in larger denominations than any contemporary king- 
dom or city-state. Along with the vast outpouring of gold in the name of his 
sister-wife Arsinée II, Ptolemy II also struck silver decadrachms display- 
ing her veiled portrait backed with the cornucopia, symbolizing Egypt s 
agricultural abundance. Having died ca. 270 BC, Arsinée is shown as a 
goddess, with the tip of arams horn (symbolic of the god Ammon) poking 
out from beneath her veil, and the lotus-tipped scepter of the goddess Isis 
just visible above her head.

Gold and silver coins were minted in the name of Berenice II on both the 
Ptolemaic and Attic standards. In Svoronos s, Ta Nomismata tou Kratous 
ton Ptolemaion, (1904), lists this coin as a dodecadrachm on the Attic 
standard, citing a single damaged specimen in Athens, weighing 46.68 
gm, and its stylistic similarity to the known Attic weight series. More re- 
cently, with the discovery of a number of well-preserved examples, such 
as the present offering, this issue was likely minted as 15-drachms on the 
Ptolemaic standard of 3.55-3.60 gm and is the companion issue to the 
gold double mnaieion of Arsinée II (CPE 733). Catherine Lorber (CPE, 
p. 394) proposes both of these impressive silver and gold issues clearly 
were presentation pieces, distributed at the court on a special occasion, 
presumably a celebration perhaps for Ptolemy III's return from the Third 
Syrian War, ca. 245 BC. 


One of the most formidable Ptolemaic queens, Berenice II's family back- 
ground was unusually convoluted and bloody, even by Macedonian stan- 
dards. Born in 267 BC, she was the daughter of the Cyrenaican king 
Magas and his wife Apama. In ca. 249 BC, upon the death of Magas, her 
mother married her off to Demetrius the Fair, son of Demetrius I Polio- 
rcetes, who was invited to become king of Cyrenaica. Demetrius, however, 
was more interested in Apama than her daughter and, catching him in 
her mother’s bed, Berenice stabbed him to death. Despite this, her leg- 
endary beauty prompted Ptolemy III of Egypt to marry her, in ca. 244/3 
BC, and the duo became the foremost “power couple” in the world. Ber- 
enice appears to have ruled Egypt quite capably during her husbands 
long campaigns of conquest. During one such campaign, she cut off her 
hair and dedicated it to Aphrodite for her husband s safe return. The hair 
mysteriously disappeared and was “discovered” in the heavens forming 
the constellation Coma Berenices. The tale entered legend as ‘The Lock 
of Berenice.” She had six children, one of whom, Ptolemy IV, succeeded 
to the throne in ca. 221 BC. Berenice originally ruled jointly with him but 
was soon murdered, probably at the instigation of her son.

A goal of many collectors of the Roman series is to obtain a portrait set of 
the first Twelve Caesars in gold aurei. The main impediment to assembling 
such a set is the difficulty in obtaining the very first portrait, Julius Caesar. 
While relatively plentiful in silver and bronze, actual portraits of Caesar 
in gold are surprisingly scant, with likely fewer than 50 of all known types 
extant. The type struck closest to Caesar ’ lifetime is the present example, 
issued by his grand-nephew and adoptive heir Octavian; the coin was 
likely struck at a military mint in southern Gaul upon his assumption of 
the Consulship in July 43 BC (since the obverse titles omit any reference 
to the yet-to-be-formed Second Triumvirate with Marc Antony and Lepi- 
dus, the type cannot have been struck in 40 BC as asserted in Calico). 
The portrait of Caesar on the reverse makes no reference to his pending 
deification, but repeats his names and titles as they stood upon his assassi- 
nation, on 15 March 44 BC. The portrait is accurately realistic and shows 
the great dictator as a prematurely aged man of 54, with sunken jowls and 
a long turkey-like neck. All other portrait gold coins depicting Caesar, all 
excessively rare, were struck much longer after his death and sport more 
idealized portraits.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult 
act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of his reign, he did a 
commendable job running the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cau- 
tious and frugal, he engaged in no wars of conquest and kept the Empire's 
finances in good order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and 
began handing off duties to his unscrupulous second-fiddles, namely the 
Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, Macro. The re- 
sulting bloodbath among members of his own family, and their Senatorial 
supporters, tarnished his name throughout history. There are reports that 
in the end, Tiberius did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, be- 
lieved rumors that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a 
pillow, and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the plethora of types 
employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same simple design for both sil- 
ver denarii and gold aurei for almost the entirety of his reign. This uni- 
formity of type makes it virtually impossible to date any particular aureus 
or denarius more precisely than somewhere within the last two decades 
of his reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in 
the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard about, the 
crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between AD 30 and 34. The 
coin associated most closely to Tiberius is the “Tribute Penny,” the silver 
version of this aureus, as they are mentioned in the Bible.

The son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius, Aulus Vitellius was born 
in AD 15 and raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy consul’ son. The 
younger Vitellius developed a penchant for gambling, along with a gour- 
mand s appetite and corpulent physique. He served as Consul in AD 48, 
where he acquittea hu.s2.f wel, bur vesu ned his dis eg: itab'e hotits <n 
later years. This served to iand nim heavily in debt by the time Nero s 
regime collapsed, in AD 68. The new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius 
governor of Germania Inferior, believing him to be utterly without ambi- 
tion or talent, and therefor a safe choice. But officers in the Rhine legions 
grew disenchanted with Galba’s parsimony and persuaded Vitellius to 
make a try for the throne. 


On I January AD 69, the Rhine legions proclaimed Vitellius emperor at 
the city of Colonia Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of lavish bonus- 
es and easy discipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, Britain and Raetia 
over to his cause. His march on Rome took on the appearance of a Bac- 
chic procession, with his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the coun- 
tryside. In the meantime, Galba had been overthrown in Rome by Otho, 
who marched north with the Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought First 
Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April went to Vitellius’ larger force, and Otho 
opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, Vitellius was confirmed as emperor, 
by a reluctant Senate. He treated his elevation as an excuse for one long 
banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent of $2 billion on delicacies 
from all over the Empire. While he indulged his appetites, the armies of 
the East proclaimed the general Vespasian as emperor on I July, launch- 
ing a new round of civil war. The legions of the Danube joined in the revolt 
and invaded Italy on Vespasian’s behalf. Within weeks, soldiers loyal to 
Vespasian forced their way into Rome and swept aside all opposition. They 
found Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeeper s quarters. Hauled half- 
naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, and slain. 
His corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the Tiber.

The Palladium was an archaic wooden statue 
of Pallas Athena (Minerva’s Greek guise) that was supposedly rescued 
from a burning temple in Troy by the hero Aeneas, and carried by him to 
Italy, eventually finding its way to the Temple of Vesta in Rome.

Commodus, the last emperor of the Antonine Dynasty, is seen here at the 
age of 17 or 18. The reverse announces his Tribunican Power for the 
third time, the title of Imperator (victorious general) for the second time, 
the office of Consul, and the honorific Pater Patriae (“father of the fa- 
therland”), all rather heady stuff for a youth who would normally just be 
making his first steps on the cursus honorum (“course of honor”). The 
hurried assignment of high office to Commodus surely reflects the desire 
of his father, Marcus Aurelius, to ensure a secure, stable succession in the 
wake of the abortive rebellion by Avidius Cassius in AD 176, which was 
predicated on the belief that Marcus was gravely ill and Commodus too 
young, or entirely unsuited, for office.

Born in Lugdunum in AD 188, while his father was serving as governor of Gaul, Lucius Septimius Bassianus started out life as a cheerful, affable youth 
whose character deteriorated as he gained more prestige and power. His father, Septimius Severus, seized the throne and defended it against all rival 
claimants during the civil wars of AD 193-197. Bassianus was named Caesar in AD 195 and was further elevated to co-Augustus with his father three 
years later, when he was only 10. His name was changed to Marcus Aurelius Antoninus in honor of the revered Antonine dynasty, but the boy preferred 
barbarian manners and fashions, and he soon earned a nickname after a type of hooded Germanic cloak he liked to wear- Caracalla (or, in modern 
terms, “hoodie”).

Born around AD 192, Marcus Antonius Gordianus Sempronianus Roma- 
nus the Younger followed his father into the Roman Senate during the 
reign of Elagabalus (AD 218-222). He attained the consulship in the 
reign of Severus Alexander (AD 222-235) and served as legate of Legio IV 
Scythica near Antioch, as well as governor of Achaea. In AD 237, he was 
appointed as a legate (or general) to Africa, a province then governed by 
his father. While a son serving under a father was hardly unusual, Africa 
at this time had no legionary force of its own, meaning Gordian I had 
command only over a small band of palace guards and auxiliary troops. 
In March of AD 238, a cadre of North African nobles in the town of Thys- 
drus forced the elder Gordian to accept the purple. Aged nearly 80, Gord- 
ian I realized he could not carry the burden alone and proclaimed his son 
Gordian II as co-emperor. However, Capelianus, governor of neighboring 
Numidia, remained loyal to Maximinus I and marched on Carthage with 
the veteran Legio III Cyrenaica. Gordian II gathered a ragtag force and 
marched out to meet him, but the defenders had more heart than skill 
and fell in droves before the swords of Capelianus’ legionaries. Gord- 
ian II died in battle and his body was never recovered. Upon hearing of 
the outcome, the elder Gordian hung himself. But the 22-day reign of the 
Gordians proved the aristocracy of Rome was not yet a spent force, and 
the revolt they began eventually succeeded in toppling Maximinus.

Born about AD 214 on the Danube frontier, Marcus Aurelius Valerius 
Claudius followed the military career adopted by so many of his country- 
men and rose to high command in the reign of Gallienus (AD 253-268). 
During the siege of Milan in mid-AD 268, Gallienus was assassinated and 
Claudius acclaimed emperor in his place by his fellow officers. The Senate 
approved Claudius’ elevation, but the all-important soldiers proved res- 
tive, as Gallienus had treated them well. Claudius was forced to buy them 
off with a massive bribe of 10 gold aurei apiece. The highest officers likely 
received payment in the form of gigantic gold medallions of 8 aurei struck 
at the mint of Milan, like the present specimen. These were the largest Ro- 
man gold pieces struck to that point, and the reverse made a plea for “har- 
mony in the army” (CONCORDIA EXERCITVS). Once seated in power, 
Claudius went on to a brief but momentous reign that proved a turning 
point in history. In AD 270, he won an annihilating victory over the Goths 
at Naissus. Claudius was hailed as the savior of his nation and the Senate 
voted him the title of Gothicus, by which he is still known. But Claudius 
never lived to enjoy his triumph, for he contracted the plague and died in 
the summer of AD 270. He was immediately deified and greatly mourned. 
Despite reigning less than two years, he was so fondly remembered that 
more than 35 years later, Constantine the Great claimed a family connec- 
tion to him and struck coins in his honor.

This phenomenal medallion was issued as a commemorative during the 
restoration of the temple of Urbis Veneris, erected by Hadrian in AD 
135. The temple was of innovative style, which received harsh criticism 
by Apollodorus, the architect of Damascus, for which he was summarily 
executed by the greatly offended emperor. Located on the Velia hill, the 
opposite facades face the Forum and the Colosseum, with the two cellae 
adjoined in opposite directions, containing the statues of Roma and Venus 
respectively. One of the temples functions was to host the celebrations 
of Veneralia on 1 April and Natale di Roma on 21 April, and was one of 
the most important shrines in antiquity. It stood until a fire damaged the 
structure in AD 307, however, the statue of Roma amazingly escaped harm 
during the blaze. Maxentius immediately set out to restore the temple to 
full use, but kept in mind the original criticism of Apollodorus, rebuilding 
the cellae in the classical architectural style of the period with apsidal 
form and vaulted ceilings. 


The reverse legend on this coin promotes Maxentius as the Restorer of the 
City, and parts of this incredible edifice remain standing today - incorpo- 
rated by the Antiquarium Museo Del Foro Romano, formerly the convent 
of Santa Francesca Romana.

This rare issue of the Etruscan city of Populonia features an 
laureate male head, probably representing the Etruscan deity of 
thunder and lightning, Aplu, a local version of the Greek Apollo. 
Aplu was widely worshiped in pre-Roman Italy and may have lent 
his name to the region of Apulia on the heel of Italy (although the 
standard etymology is that the name derives from the Iapudes, a 
local Italic tribe). Unlike other coinages of the Hellenistic period, 
Populonian coins are regularly uniface, and it seems that the 
flans were laid out on a stone or other solid flat surface and then 
struck by a single die to create the type. Occasionally, the fea- 
tures of this surface are visible on the reverse.

The coins of Greek Sicily abound with symbolism, the meaning 
of which is not always obvious to the modern observer. Messana, 
located on the northwest corner of Sicily and the third most popu- 
lous city on the island, chose as its civic badges a chariot pulled 
by a pair of mules (biga) and a leaping hare. On this pleasing 
tetradrachm, the mule biga is driven by a woman, most likely the 
nymph Messana, while the hare springs over a similarly leaping 
dolphin. As to what it all means, we can surmise as follows: In 484 
or 480 BC, a mule team from Messana won the Olympic Games 
in the event known as the anape (mule biga race); naturally, civic 
pride prompted the Messenians to advertise the victory on their 
coinage. The two dolphins seen nose-to-nose in the exergue likely 
refer to a military alliance with Syracuse. The hare is an animal 
sacred to the god Pan, who had a temple in Messana and was 
widely worshipped there. The dolphin below the hare harks back 
to the original name of Messana, Zankle (“sickle”), so named 


for it’s crescent-shaped harbor, of which the leaping dolphin’s 


arched shape became a visual allegory.

The obverse image of a charioteer driving his quadriga to right 
retains some Archaic elements, notably the rather stiff pose of 
the charioteer and the slow, stately gate of the horses; the reverse 
head of Arethusa, on the other hand, exhibits the cool classicism 
of contemporary Athenian art, as seen on the famous Parthenon 
frieze.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered area of land extending from 
eastern Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperi- 
alism and the rising power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free 
cities of the Chalcidice banded together in ca. 432 BC to form a 
defensive coalition called the Chalcidian League, with its capital 
of Olynthus. The silver coinage struck at Olynthus was on the 
Macedonian standard, somewhat lighter than the Attic standard 
employed by most of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities 
belonging to the league. The standard design featured a head of 
Apollo, god of beauty, art and music, with a type of lyre called a 
cithara on the reverse. The heads of Apollo on these pieces are 
remarkable for the strength and beauty of their style. Sadly, the 
Chalcidian League's coinage came to an end with the capture and 
destruction of Olynthus by King Philip II of Macedon in ca. 348 
BC.

In 356 BC, Philip won control of Thessaly and the victory of his 
race horse in the Olympic games earned him more prestige. A 
blunt, hard-drinking and uncultured man, Philip was beloved by 
his soldiers and detested by the elite of most Greek cities, particu- 
larly Athens. In 338 BC, he crushed a combined Athenian-Theban 
army at Chaeronea, making him effective master of all Greece. 
His ultimate aim was to lead a united Greek army against the 
Persian Empire, but his assassination, in 336 BC, left the task 
to his charismatic son, Alexander III. His coinage in gold and 
silver was immense and coins continued to be minted with his 
name and types long after his death. This beautiful silver tet- 
radrachm, struck circa 322-320 BC, bears a superb head of Zeus 
that appears to be modeled on the features of Philip himself, while 
the victorious race horse and rider recall Philip’s successes at the 
Olympics.

Philip V was the most ambitious and opportunistic king of 
Macedon since Alexander III the Great. Soon after gaining the 
throne in 221 BC, Philip began strengthening Macedon’s military 
and seeking ways to increase his dominance over Greece and the 
Balkans. Around 215 BC, he observed Hannibal’s early success 
against Rome and made a treaty of alliance with Carthage, 
hoping to seize control of the Roman protectorate of Illyricum. 
The Romans viewed this as a stab in the back. In ca. 200 BC, with 
Carthage defeated, the Romans moved decisively against Philip 
under the general T. Quinctius Flamininus. After two years of 
maneuvering, the Roman legions shattered Macedon’s phalanx at 
the Battle of Cynoscephalae in 197 BC. Forced to sign a humili- 
ating peace treaty, Philip became a Roman ally and managed 
to recoup some of his lost territory and prestige over the next 
decade. Relations with Rome deteriorated throughout the 180s 
BC and Philip was making plans for another war when he died in 
179 BC, leaving his son Perseus the dubious distinction of pursu- 
ing the course set by his father and presiding over its disastrous 
consequences.

Despite political turmoil in Rome in 88 BC, the newly elected 
Consul L. Cornelius Sulla was determined to carry on with the 
war against Mithradates VI of Pontus, who had slaughtered 
80,000 Roman civilians and threatened to wrest all of Rome’s 
eastern provinces from her control. When his command was 
blocked by the political maneuvering of his old rival Marius, he 
marched his legions on Rome to re-assert his authority, a first in 
Roman history. This accomplished, he departed for Greece with 
a sizeable force and landed at Epirus in 87 BC. Most of central 
Greece submitted to his authority, but Athens remained loyal to 
Mithradates, so Sulla placed the city under siege and starved 
it into submission, entering on I March 86 BC. His men ruth- 
lessly stripped the city of all portable wealth. During the siege, 
Sulla took a page from the Roman administration of Macedon 
and struck a local coinage on the same pattern as the Athenian 
“New Style” tetradrachms, removing the city’s identifying ethnic 
and replacing it with two monograms that probably stand for 
MAR(cus) TAM(ioy), or “Marcus the Treasurer.” The mint 
location was probably the camp of Sulla’s supporting general 
Lucullus; ancient sources refers to such coins as “Leukolleia.”

Olympia, located in the precinct of Elis in the western 
Peloponnesus, was less of a city than a religious sanctuary dedi- 
cated to Zeus, where the all-important Olympic Games were held. 
The games commenced in 776 BC and continued uninterrupted at 
four-year intervals until AD 394, when they were abolished by the 
Emperor Theodosius as being too ‘pagan’ in spirit. Starting about 
470 BC, Olympic coins were struck during the games to provide 
attendees with currency for the local markets, and to provide 
income for the shrine (a small fee was charged for changing other 
civic coinages into Olympic coin). Each coin type thus became 
a keepsake of the games in which they were issued, much as 
modern commemorative currency is tied to specific events. After 
420 BC, two mints were active —a “Zeus” mint striking coins 
with images of Zeus and his avatar, the eagle, and a “Hera” mint 
striking coins with imagery of, and associated with, his wife.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is 
still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to 
clarify the picture.

“stater” of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came pieces 
bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse,” but with a blank 
or rudimentary “obverse,” as seen here. These were followed 
quickly by pieces displaying a series of parallel striations, the 
first example of something that could be termed an obverse 
“type.” Thus this “typeless trite” issue is among the very first 
coins struck by any culture.

Spithridates was one of the Persian commanders at the battle 
of the River Granicus, the first engagement after Alexander the 
Great's invasion of Asia. Spithridates was killed in this battle, as 
he was poised to strike down Alexander himself. The Spithridates 
coins have always been interpreted as money minted to pay 
Spithridates’ army when he defended Western Asia Minor against 
Alexander. The Lampsacene reverse (Pegasus rather than a 
horse) might point instead to a date in early spring 334 BC, when 
or shortly before Alexander crossed the Hellespont.

After spending nearly a decade in Parthian captivity, Demetrius 
II was released in a move to sow discord within the ranks of the 
invading Seleucid army of his brother and successor, Antiochus 
VI. The ploy worked beautifully and Antiochus VII was killed 
in the ensuing military debacle, leaving Demetrius II as sole 
ruler for the second time. His decade among the Parthians had 
changed him visibly — he emerged with a long, flowing beard, 
much against Greek fashion of the day. His pro-Parthian policies 
made his countryman regard him as a “Manchurian candidate” 
out to destroy Seleucid power, leading to his quick downfall and 
execution. Despite his troubled regime, his coin portraits from 
the second reign are some of the best in the entire Seleucid series, 
as evidenced by this splendid tetradrachm.

Note from Price, p.495 “The hoard from Failaka in Kuwait enabled 
Morkholm to show that the varieties 3957-8, which would nor- 
mally be termed barbarous, were regular issues from the Arabian 
peninsula. Failaka itself may now be equated with the ancient 
Ikaros, but the prominent ‘Greek’ city in the area was Gerrha, 
and it was probably there that the Alexander issues were made”. 


Gerrha became the regional leading power after the rebellion of 
Molon in 222 BC, causing the Seleucids to lose their influence in 
the area, and asserted their power by striking their own coinage 
in the name of Alexander, but also with the local deity Shams in 
the field. Price only lists three coins for Gerrha and none with 
Shams fully spelled out as on this example. Abi’el of Gerrha, and 
some local tribes, struck a series of tetrdrachms, drachms and 
obols in his name (HGC 10, 686-691), and other territories in the 
region soon followed Gerrha’s lead, with Icarus/Failaka striking 
tetradrachms and obols with just the abbreviation ‘shin’ (Arabic) 


for Shams vertically or horizontally (Price 3957-9), along with 


two Arabian chieftains, Abyatha (ca. 240-220 BC) and Harithat 
(ca. 180-160 BC), striking coins in their own names (HGC 10, 
692-695).

This series of coins containing the “DICT PERPETVO”, or 
Dictator in Perpetuity, in conjunction with his lifetime portrait, is 
considered by historians as the coins that killed Caesar. Around 
a month after this legend was minted, Julius Caesar was assas- 
sinated by the Senate in the Theater of Pompey.

Marcus Junius Brutus was a blue-blooded Roman who had 
attained a fortune by lending money at exorbitant interest rates 
when he was suborned into the conspiracy against his former 
benefactor, Julius Caesar. As his distant ancestor had entered 
history as a great tyrannicide, Brutus soon became the de-facto 
leader and spokesmen for the assassins. After the Ides of March, 
Brutus induced a cowed senate to give him a governorship in 
northern Greece and promptly departed to raise money and arms 


for the brewing civil war against Caesar’s adherents. He cut a 


brutal swath through Greece, Thrace and Asia Minor, looting 
city treasuries and enforcing horrendous taxes at the point of a 
sword. He turned his ill-gotten gains into silver denarii to pay 
his growing army and navy, including this type. Brutus and 
his companions were soon maneuvered into battle against the 
Caesarians at Philippi in Greece, where Marc Antony proved to 
be much the better general. Brutus took his own life with the very 
dagger he had plunged into Caesar, earning this unattractive 
character the reputation as a martyr for the cause of liberty.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 
69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. 
She soon faced a succession crisis: Her weak-willed younger 
brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle 
of courtiers who feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and reso- 
lute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, 
shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of 
Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only out- 
raged Caesar, who showed up days later and occupied the royal 
palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled 
into Caesar's presence for a meeting. This display of spunk by the 
nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two likely became 
lovers that night, and Caesar’s bitter Alexandrine War, which 
ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, was fought on her 
behalf. Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while Cleopatra 
conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She 
was thus in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 
BC. Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the 
Triumvir Marc Antony at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful 
Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’s charms, and within a year she 
had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. In 37 BC, Cleopatra 
provided money and supplies in support of Antony’s abortive 
invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the follow- 
ing year. Antony's adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his 
increasing dependence on Cleopatra and his promise to bestow 
most of Rome’s eastern possessions upon her and her children led 
his partner in power, Octavian, to declare war in 32 BC. Antony 
fought a lethargic campaign and suffered a heavy naval defeat at 
Actium in September, 31 BC, after which he and Cleopatra fled 
to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, Antony committed 
suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing the poi- 
sonous bite of the sacred asp.

This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony’s victory over 
Armenia, which was used as propaganda to bolster his image 
back in Rome after failing to defeat Parthia. During the Parthian 
campaign, Antony had enlisted the help of Armenia; however, 
when it became evident that their side would lose the war, King 
Artavasdes II fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this abandon- 
ment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, 
he played nice until he made it safely out of the Armenian region. 
In order to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, 
and in 37 BC, used the wealth of Egypt to depose King Artavasdes 
II. This monetary backing became known as the “Donations of 
Alexandria” and the resulting political fallout of this “donation” 
was swift. Octavian used Antony's entanglement with Egypt, and 
Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his own politically tenuous 
coalition with Antony, turning the people against the couple and 
thereby sealing their fate.

The memory of Caesar's deification was revived in connection 
with Augustus’ proposal to hold the Saecular Games in 17 BC, 
and the “Julian star” is featured on his coinage in the years 
leading up to the event.

Already planning ahead for his succession, in 8 BC Augustus 
introduced his twelve-year-old grandson and adopted son Gaius 
Caesar to the Roman army in Gaul. Gaius subsequently accom- 
panied the future emperor Tiberius on campaign against the 
Sicambri on the Rhine frontier, and two years later he became 
Rome’s youngest consul to date at the age of 14. The bulla around 
Gaius’ neck signifies that he was still a child and had not yet 
assumed the toga of manhood (J. Pollini, Gaius Caesar on horse- 
back, Museum Notes 30, 1985).

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had 
a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of 
his reign, he did a commendable job running the vast empire 
bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in 
no wars of conquest and kept the Empire’s finances in good 
order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began 
handing off duties to his unscrupulous second-fiddles, namely 
the Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, 
Macro. The resulting bloodbath among members of his own 
family, and their Senatorial supporters, tarnished his name 
throughout history. There are reports that in the end, Tiberius 
did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, believed rumors 
that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a pillow, 
and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the pro- 
liferation of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same 
simple design for both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost 
the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type makes it virtu- 
ally impossible to date any particular aureus or denarius more 
precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his 
reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in 
the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard 
about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between 
AD 30 and 34. The coin associated most closely to Tiberius is 
the “Tribute Penny,” the silver version of this aureus, as they are 
mentioned in the Bible.

The port of Ostia was strategically located at the mouth of the 
Tiber river and quickly became a primary port for Rome. This 
coin commemorates the completion of the multi-year building 
project though the exact date of completion is unknown to history. 
This type continues to be one of the most sought after Roman 
architectural type coins along with the Colosseum, Pharos of 
Egypt, Circus Maximus and Trajan’s Forvm. The relative rarity is 
curious given the fact that large numbers must have been struck 
over a three to four year period with output from two mints.

Midway through his reign, in AD 125, Hadrian’s coinage under- 
went a thorough redesign. His early militaristic portrait style, 
which depicted his entire upper bust either armored, draped or 
“heroically nude,” was replaced by a much larger head of highly 
refined style; the obverse legend, which in Trajanic fashion had 
formerly provided all his names and titles, was simplified to 
HADRIANVS AVGVSTVS. Reverse types and legends were also 
simplified, with many providing only providing the title COS ILI 
(“Thrice Consul”) or entirely anepigraphic with the consular 
title added to the obverse. This aureus, with a portrait of remark- 
able serenity, perfectly embodies Hadrian’s Augustan vision - the 
style is thoroughly Hellenistic, idealistic, and highly reminiscent 
of coins of the original Augustus. The reverse type, showing 
Hadrian astride a horse setting off on one of his many journeys, 
proved highly influential and was copied by many future rulers.

Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never left Italy and was 
content to rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity were his 
watchwords, and his policies kept the Empire on an even keel 
for 24 years. He put no one to death, friend or foe. Only minor 
flare-ups in northern Britain and north Africa disturbed the 
general peace. The frontiers were maintained and defended, with 
his decision to build a new wall in Britain 80 miles north of the 
Hadrian's Wall the only instance of imperial expansion. He care- 
fully groomed Marcus Aurelius as his successor, but neglected 
to provide him any military training. In fact, the mild, civilian 
character of his reign may have unwittingly allowed storm clouds 
to gather and strengthen both within and beyond the frontiers. 
Nevertheless, later generations viewed Antoninus as the perfect 
emperor, and the tranquility of his reign took on the sheen of a 
lost golden age.

Though famously frugal, Antoninus Pius was not above maintain- 
ing his popularity by regular cash disbursements to the Roman 
populace (congiaria), personified by the goddess Liberalitas, who 
is shown here helping the emperor to hand out coins to deserving 
citizens. A congiarium is recorded at the outset of his reign and at 
least two more occurred in the period AD 140-143, in which this 
aureus was struck. Tiberius is recorded to have given the first 
Imperial cash distribution, of 300 sesterces; Nero later upped the 
amount to 400, an amount which could have been given in the 


form of four gold aurei or 100 silver denarii.

Struck during a period when Byzantium was paying enormous 
tribute to the Huns, this coin very well could have been part of 
the 700 pounds of gold (50,400 solidi) that Constantinople sent to 
the Huns every year after AD 433. Following a successful Hunnic 
invasion of the Balkans in AD 447, the tribute was tripled to an 
unthinkable sum of 151,200 solidi per year. These truly exorbitant 
tribute payments lasted only three years, however, as Marcian

Late in his reign, Justin I felt his health failing and adopted his 
nephew as co-Augustus to solidify the succession. The young man 
ascended the throne as Flavius Justinianus, thus launching the 
reign of the greatest of the early Byzantine rulers. The joint reign 
lasted barely four months and produced only a handful of coins 
depicting both rulers.

One of a debilitating string of short-lived rulers from the early 
eighth century, Bardanes was a general of Armenian origins who 
was proclaimed emperor upon the final overthrow of Justinian 
II, Almost immediately, he alienated the clergy and populace 
by reviving the Monothelete heresy (proposing that Christ had 
a single, divine nature and will) which had supposedly been 
stamped out decades previously. He was also unsuccessful in 
stopping Arab and Bulgarian advances, prompting the Byzantine 
army to depose and blind him after 18 months of ineffective rule. 
He was replaced by the finance minister Artemius, who reigned 
as Anastasius II. This extraordinary piece shows the unusually 
fine artistry employed on the coinage for so ephemeral a reign, 
showing the emperor holding two symbols of office dating back 
to Roman times: The globus cruciger and scipio aquila, a scepter 
topped by an eagle.

Theodora was one of two daughters born to the Emperor 
Constantine VIII (AD 1025-1028). Unlike her sister Zoe, whom 
she detested, Theodora was bookish and solitary, preferring the 
life of the convent to the company of men. She was not above 
involving herself in the imperial family’s intrigues, however, and 
in AD 1042, she briefly reigned as co-Empress with Zoe. However, 
the sisters could not agree on anything and Zoe was hastily 
married off to the aristocrat Constantine Monomachus, who 
accepted the throne as Constantine LX. Having outlasted all other 
members of the Macedonian dynasty, Theodora accepted the 
purple as sole ruler after the death of Constantine LX, in January 
AD 1055. On the whole she ruled with frugality, caution, and com- 
petence, but her micro-management of affairs earned criticism. 
After 18 months on the throne, she fell seriously ill and chose 
for her successor the highly unsuitable civil servant Michael VI 
Bringas. Her death, in August AD 1056, brought the 187-year run 
of the Macedonian dynasty to a close.

Eudocia was the daughter of the powerful Patriarch of 
Constantinople Michael Cerularius. In 1059 she married the 
newly crowned emperor Constantine X, an elderly civil servant 
ill-suited to the succession of military crises that soon plagued the 
Empire. When Constantine died in May 1067, Eudocia assumed 
the regency for her two sons, Michael VII and Constantius. The 
mounting crises soon forced her to marry a distinguished general, 
Romanus Diogenes, who ascended the throne as Romanus IV on 
1 January 1068. The coinage of Eudocia as senior ruler is quite 
limited.

Though Manuel is often criticized for excessively ambitious 
policies and rarely judged among the best Byzantine rulers, it 
is hard to argue with his diplomatic ability and the dominant 
position the empire enjoyed at the end of his 37-year reign. It 
is a remarkable fact that the two forces that came together to 
sack Constantinople in 1204, the Crusaders and Venice, were 
both completely under Manuel’s thumb and in submission to 
Byzantium less than a quarter-century earlier at the end of his 
reign. Manuel established supremacy over the Crusader States 
in the late 1150s, allying himself with the King of Jerusalem and, 
in a stunning display of submission, forcing the Prince of Antioch 
Raynald of Chatillon to appear before him in a sack with a rope 
tied around his neck and then walk on foot behind him while the 
emperor, on horseback, made his triumphal entrance in Antioch 
in 1159. Twelve years later, Venice declared war on Byzantium 
but was decisively defeated by Manuel’s navy, and he used the 
opportunity to revoke all the trade privileges that his father 
and grandfather had granted the Venetians. Thus, at his death 
in 1180, Constantinople’s position in the Mediterranean was the 
strongest it had been since the days of Basil LI, and Manuel can 
be considered the last great Byzantine emperor. 


Struck during a period of tension between the Byzantine Empire 
and the Western European Crusader forces, this coin is symbolic 
of Manuel I’s desire to preserve the power and independence of 
the Byzantine realm from the “Latins,” who the Byzantines always 
mistrusted and disliked. The patriarchal cross on the reverse of 
the coin, a major symbol of Orthodox Christianity, would have 
signaled Manuel's desire to protect his people, empire, and faith 
from the hostile Roman Catholic Crusaders, as would the depic- 
tion of St. Theodore, a popular saint in the Byzantine cultural 
sphere.

A respectable 
survivor from arguably the most acclaimed Spanish wreck in 
treasure hunting history. The Atocha, sunk in 1622 off Key West, 
Florida, was recovered in the 1970’s by Mel Fisher, a pop culture 
legend in shipwreck hunting, who turned the Atocha cargo into 
coveted items due to large publicity of the find. Most Atocha 
coins suffered extensive saltwater damage, the present offer- 
ing showing little to no surface corrosion and a dark patina that 
enhances the well-struck motifs. Framed in a gold bezel, ready to 
be proudly hung as an abundant piece of history. Sold with origi- 
nal Treasure Salvors photo-certificate #3769. 


Philip [IV “Maravillas” Cob 8 Reales 1650 P-O VF Details 
(Environmental Damage) NGC, Potosi mint, KM-19b, Cal-1488. 
25.72gm. From the Nuestra Sefiora de Las Maravillas Shipwreck 
(Sunk in 1656 off Grand Bahama island). A survivor from the great 
transition of the Potosi mint, an extensive monetary reform held 
in the mid 1600’s due to the massive corruption scheme known as 
the “Potosi Scandal”. Bearing few if any circulation signs—with 
die-polish lines still visible in the crevices—this piece presents 
the slightest surface corrosion in the outer peripheries, retaining 
a full cross and a bold date. With few survivors, the great major- 
ity salvaged from the Capitana or Maravillas, it is truly elusive 
to encounter one that escaped both the counterstamping and 
re-melting. On a side note, being recovered from the Maravillas, 
there’s a chance this piece was shipwrecked twice, since the 1656 
sunk ship carried treasure salvaged by the Spanish from the 1654 
Capitana shipwreck. Sold with photo-certificate 91-8R-1220. 


Organized by the assayers and other mint workers, the plan 
behind the “Potosi Scandal” was to reduce the purity of their 
coins while the thieves kept the remaining silver for themselves. 
The impacts were immense, even shaking Spain's reputation with 
the Asian trade, where merchants had the upmost trust for the 
Spanish Cob’s silver quality. A transition of coinages occurred, 
full of unsuccessful attempts to uniformize the currency, one 
of them being the countermarking of the scandal coins with 
Crowned letters (or crowns alone), reducing the 8 Reales to 7 1/2 
Reales. To set in stone the “New Potosi mint”, a new style of Cobs 
was created (Pillars and Waves) and the scandal coins, counter- 
marked or not, were to be re-melted/destroyed.

Gold 
railway Jeton made in honor of a new railway and given to a 
person in a high position for promoting the construction of the 
line. The medal serves as a train ticket for that person and was 
good for life on that railway line. Railway Jetons were common 
in the Russian Empire and Finland. This Jeton was made to honor 
the Vaasa Railway in Finland (Wasa Banan in Swedish) which 
was built during the years 1879-1883.

Philip V Klippe Cob 8 Reales 1733 Mo-MF VF35 NGC, 
Mexico City mint, KM48, Cal-1431. 26.62gm. An unusually fine 
and well-centered Klippe issue where slate toning has seeped into 
its fields, allowing impressively defined devices to shine forth 
with argent brilliance. 


Philip V 8 Reales 1746 Mo-MF MS63 NGC, Mexico City mint, 
KM103, Cal-1470. The so called “Pillar” type. This handsome 
example displays only the clearest and most well expressed detail, 
resulting from the evenly patinated surfaces exuding calm, ash- 
gray tone. Of particular attraction are the enviably preserved 
edges; completing the whole as a winning must-have of a serious 
Mexican coin collection. 


Philip V gold “1715 Fleet” Cob Escudo ND (1711-1713) MXo-J 
XF, Mexico City mint, KMS1.1, Cal-Type 206. 3.5gm. Bearing 
well-defined motifs with bold mint/assayer, stamped “CARRIED 
ABOARD APOLLO 14”, “31 JAN” and “9 FEB 1971”. A piece 
that overlaps two great Floridian fields of collecting: Shipwreck 
and Space memorabilia. According to the original 2010 Sedwick 
description, the connection between the space program and the 
1715 Fleet had been known to few people, as other than being 
geographically close to each other, several of the original “Real 
Eight Company” divers had “day jobs” in the Cape Canaveral 
base. In fact, two series of silver Robbins medallions were struck 
from melted-down 1715-Fleet silver ingots, the first series releas- 
ing 82 medallions which were flown to the moon on the 1969 
Apollo 12; and the second series with 177 medallions struck just 
after the 1971 Apollo 15 from a ingot actually flown aboard the 
mission. Remarkably, the ingot for the Apollo 15 mission (sup- 
plied by noted salvager Art Hartmann) was originally supposedly 
to be a gold ingot, which was deemed too heavy for the flight. The 
present offering was the first confirmation that Fleet gold in fact 
reached the moon, after all, in the form of this coin, which must 
have been carried among personal items (in a “PPK,” or Personal 
Preference Kit, as confirmed by expert Larry McGlynn) by one of 
the astronauts on Apollo 14 (Alan Shepherd, Stuart Roosa and Ed 
Mitchell)—the Apollo program’s third manned lunar landing— 
and then later stamped with the memorial engravings. A unique 
and historically important item, likely to engage both shipwreck 
and space memorabilia enthusiasts.

2056. The final date of production for Philip V’s coinage, and 
while prominent hairlines and surface features consistent with 
the assigned grade populate the piece at hand, the details remain 
sharp for this covetable type.
